DES MOINEB, J u n e 26.—A dispatch 
from Fort Dodge says 
that 
the 
Milwaukee aud St. Louis dispatches 
relate that the town of Emmettsburgh, 
the county seat of Pala Alto county, 
was blown to pieces Saturday morn- 
ing by a tornado, and over one hun- 
dred people killed, 
Illinois Central 
and Chicago & Northwestern trains 
were blown from the tracks, and the 
Milwaukee &St. Louis road is wreck- 
ed. There is a washout north of Forest 
City, and there are reports that three 
or four more towns were totally blown 
to pieces. The wires north of here are 
all down, and it is impossible to get 
more news.

In Nebraska yesterday a terrific 
storm gathered in Butler county and 
swept southwest through Sounders 
Lancaster, Cass, Altoo and Nehama 
counties, doing great damage.

fifty feet through the air. 
A heard 
of 125 ponies were swept by the storm 
eight miles southward over fields and 
through wire fences.

Discovery of a Lot of Plaster of 
Paris Molds for Coining 
Dollars In a Wallace 
Street House.

The special to the 
Chicago paper was headed, "A Tem- 
perance Orator's Misdeeds," and the 
article goes on to say that one Will- 
iam Wohlgi«muth, a reformed sot of 
Wabash county, and now a shining 
light in the local temperance band, 
had become infatuated with Mrs. Mal- 
loy and deserted his wife and family 
to follow in the lecturess' train, pro- 
fessing to love her better than his 
wife. Mrs. Malloy is charged by im- 
plication with encouraging the atten- 
tions of the disciple of total absti- 
nence. Mrs. Malloy arrived in the 
city Saturday night from Laporte, 
and this morning, in company with 
Mr. Thomas Kavanaugh, of this city, 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
Indiana 
State Christian Temperance Union 
called at THE SENTINEL, office. Mrs. 
Malloy is a middle-aged lady well 
preserved and with traces of beauty, 
and impresiies one at first sight as a 
very intelligen', aud indeed, brilliant 
woman. 
We can readily see how her 
dazzling smile could bore a hole in 
the heart of the bucolic temperance 
orator, and make him yearn to imbibe 
more of the cold water doctrine from 
her lips and become enthused in the 
great work by her own personal in- 
struction. 


Mrs. Malloy said that she had been 
handed Saturday's Inter Ocean at La. 
porte, and was overwhelmed by the 
cruel and crushing charges against 
her, which so far as she was concerned^ 
she pronounced false in every partic- 
ular. She admitted that last May ,the 
20th, she had been a guest of Mr. 
and Mrs. Wohlgamuth, who live at 
Treaty, a station near Wabash. 
She 
describes Wohlgamuth as a coarse 
and illiterate person, and not a tem- 
perance speaker. "Why," said Mrs. 
Malloy, "the fellow couldn't make a 
temperance 
speech 
or 
any 
other 
kind of 
speech to save 
his life. 
He was a collector and agent for 
the union, nothing more." If Wohlga. 
muth wanted lo leave his wife and 
family to go with Mrs Malloy that 
lady denies any knowledge of his de- 
sires. "It takes two to make a bargain 
of that kind," said Mrs. Vialloy with 
a winning smile displaying a set of 
very white and even teeth, "and I 
assuredly 
havn't had any under- 
standing with the man." 


"On reading the article in the Chi 
cago paper which has libelous head- 
lines, I consulted my lawyer, Mr. L. 
A. Cole, I f Laporte who has gone to 
Chicago to demand the name of the 
author of the slander and to com- 
mence proceedings for libel. I shall 
also sue the Wabash FUxindealer and 
teach these irresponsible newspaper 
scribblers that they cannot drag down 
a woman by false and 
malicious 
statements termed 'sensations.' " 


"I propose to have and court a 
thorough investigation of these in- 
famous charges and to that end tele- 
graphed yesterday, Mr. John Copner, 
president of the state union, and 
other officers to meet me at Wabash 
to-day where we shall have an investi- 
gation. No stone will be left un- 
tur^dd to get to the bottom of this 
unprecedented and unjustifiable at- 
tack upon a defenceless woman." 


"Mrs. Malloy," asked the reporter, 
"have you not had trouble with your 
husband, the Laporte editor?" 


"Yes, sir; I am separated from him, 
but the arrangement is an amicable 
one.

I have charge of my children 
and he comM to see them and me fre- 
quently.

SEN.TINEL learns in advance of its 
contemporaries is in process of sur- 
vey from Columbus to Fort Wayne, 
is to be an extension of the Scioto 
Valley railroad, running from Colum- 
bus, O., to Ashland, Ky., on the Ohio 
river, where it connects with thci 
Chesapeake and Ohio road. 
The ex- 
tension will be built from Columbui* 
to this city, if the survey is satisfac- 
tory, and will be almost an air line, 
diverging but slightly. 
Its length 
will be about 140 miles, and the road 
is built with a view to bring coal from 
the Ohio river collieries and take 
back lumber from the Michigan dis- 
tricts, with which there will be direct 
communication via. the Jackson and 
Grand Rapids roads. 
The road is 
nearly parallel with the Pittsbug, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago. 
The line 
runs through Marysville, Bellefon- 
taine, Waupakaneta, Enterprise and 
Van Wert, where there is connection 
with the Pittsburg, Toledo, Cincin- 
nati and St. Louis, and Cincinnati, 
Van Wert and Michigan. 


By the new line the 8horte^t route to 
the sea coast will be obtained via the 
Chesapeake and Ohio. It is not yet 
decided what name wiU be given the 
extension here. It is thought that no 
appropriations will be asked for the 
road, only the right of way, though 
this matter can hardily be definitely 
determined. 
In case the road is com- 
pleted, repair shops will be located at 
this point.

The Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne do ordain as follows: 
Section I. There shall be provided a 
pubiic^oand, at some oonvenleot and 
suitable point In the City of Fort Wayne, 
which shall be of snffiolerii aike for tbe 
purpose Intended, it shall be snrroonded 
by a strong wall or fence; said wall or 
fence to be oonstmcted of brick or other 
suitable material. 
Said wall or fence 
shall be not less than seven feet In height 
with only one opening or entrance, to be 
secured by a substantial door that can 
not be opened excepting by the person 
authorized for that purpose. There shall 
be affixed to some oomsplonoos part of 
said door a slgu with the words, "Public 
Pound," painted thereon. It shall be the 
d n ^ of the Common Council of the City 
of Fort Wayne to provide said pot 
to cause to be erected therein, proper 
buildings for the storage of bay and feed, 
stalls for horses and cattle, and pens for 
swine, goats and geese; and also to pro 
vide suitable watering troughs for the 
purpose of watering such animals as may 
be Impounded in said pound. 


Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mon Council to elect, In the manner pro- 
vided In the charter of said City, on the 
nomination of the Mayor, some suitable 
person as Pound Master of the City of 
Fort Wayne, who shall devote his entire 
time to the duties of his office and to such 
ottier duties in addition thereto aa the 
Common Council may, from time to time, 
by ordinance or 
resolution, direct; said 
poundmaster shall be vested with the 
same powers In the apprehension and ar- 
rest of persons violating this ordinance, 
or any ordinance or by-law of the Com- 
mon Council of the City of Fort Wayne 
as is conferred upon police constables of 
said City, and shall have the same power 
and authority to execute, serve and re- 
turn all process for the enforcement ol all 
by-laws and ordinances of said City, and 
shall be deemed to be a police constable 
of said City, but shall not be liable to be 
called upon to do patrol duty. 
He shall 
be paid monthly out of the general fund 
of said City, snch annual salary as the 
Common Council shall determine, but 
shall receive no fees or perquisites. 
He 
shall give to th® Cliy a sufficient t)ond, 
condition^ for the faithful performance 
ol the duties ol his office as Pound Master 
and Police Constable, and for the pay- 
ment into the City Treasury of all moneys 
receivetl In his official capacity. He may 
be removed from his office for official 
misconduct In the manner provided for 
in the charter of said City for the removal 
of officers appointed 1 by tbe Common 
Council. 


Sec. 3. No horse, cattle, sheep, goat, 
swine or geese snail be permitted to run 
at large at any time within the corporate 
limits of the City of Fort Wayne 


Sec. 4. If any horse, cattle, sheep, goat, 
swine or geese shall be found running at 
large wltbln the corporate limits oi the 
City ot Fort Wayne, contrary to the pro- 
visi<msof this ordinance, it shall be the 
duty of the Pound Master to take the 
same into custody and to impoaiid the 
same 
in the 
public 
pound.

shall not be reUased therefrom until

owner 
or the

entitled 
to tiie possession thereof shall pay to 
tbe poundmast«r the sum of one dollar, 
together with fifty centR ^ r d a y for every 
day such animal shall be kept by the 
poundmaster.

The said poundmaster shall 
keep a book, to l>e provided by the city, 
in which he shall enter as minutely as 
practicable, a full description ot every 
animal taken from the streets, alleys or 
public places of the city; the locality 
from which the animal was taken; the 
name of the owner, if known, or when 
ascertained, and the day and hour when 
impounoed, keeping in said book aa ac- 
curate account and record of all his do- 
ings and proceeding In the premises. At 
the end of each ana every month he shall 
make a fall report to the Common Coun- 
cil of said city of all his doings aud of all 
moneys by him collected under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, which report 
shall be verified by oath. He shall pay 
all moneys paid to or collected by him 
under the provisions of this ordinance to 
the Treasurer of said city, for the use ot 
said city, and the Treasurer's re>>elpt for 
the same shall accompany each monthly 
report 


Sec. 6. Tbe City Marshal shall keep In 
his office a book to be called the "Com- 
plaint Book," and to be provided by the 
city, in which he snail enter all oom- 
plainta made to him in regard to animals 
foundi running at large contrary to the 
provisions of this ordinance, giving the 
name and residence ot the complainant. 
Any citizen may enter for hlms^f a com- 
plaint In said book. It shall be the duty 
of the Chief of Police, or > ny member of 
the police force, or the Marshal of said 
city, to give said poundmaster, either by 
personal notice, or by entering the same 
in the complaint iKJOk, notice of all ani- 
mals seen by them running at large in 
the streets or alleys of the city, In viola- 
tion of this ordinance. It shall be the 
duty of the poundmaster to daily inaptwyj 
the book of complaints, and to give im- 
mediate attention to all complaints there- 
in entered, or that may be made to him- 
self in person. 


Sec. 7. Any person or persons who 
shall hinder, obstruct or delay the pound- 
master or bis assistants in taking into 
custody an\ animal found rnunlng at 
large contrary to the provisions of this 
ordinance^, on conviction thereof,shall be 
punished by a fine oLnot exceeding one 
hundred dollars and cbsts of prosecution.

Six pall bearers 
of the Odd Fellows' fraternity then 
escorted the coffin to a place in the 
yard and the privilege was given the 
public to inspect the remains as they

The procession was a very long one, 
and the carriages of our most promi- 
nent citizens were observed therein. 
. Reaching the cemetery, the grave 
was found upon an eminence of 
ground in the southeastern part of 
the grounds. 
Here the Masons took 
charge of the funeral ceremonies, 
forming a circle around the grave and 
allowing the Odd Fellows to com- 
plete an inner circle. The pall bearers
